IN THIS ISSUE 

There's the familiar old saw about "never an ill wind...." Vandals 
shocked and angered residents of Plymouth and Washington County a few 
Halloween's ago by wreaking extensive damage to many old gravesites. Although 
many folks agreed it was known who caused the damage, no arrests or charges 
were ever made. However, a group of interested citizens banded together and 
began working to clean up Windley Cemetery and to raise funds to ensure that 
the resting place of many loved ones would be cared for in years to come. . 

The group -began soliciting memberships and donations have poured in; PS - 
now, a committee has formed to plan for, find financing for, and put in place 
13 brick pillars with bronze plates commemorating each branch of service; and 
a flag pole. US Senator Jesse Helms has contributed a flag that has flown over 
the Capitol ; many dollars have already been raised. Carl Modlin, husband of 
WCGS member Betsy Modlin, has been a leader of the group providing TLC at 
Windley Cemetery; Gene Roberts is heading up the Flag Pole Committee. Roberts 
notes that the cemetery is the final resting place for veterans who've "served 
in every conflict this country has known: the Civil War, World Wars I and II, 
Korea, Viet Nam..." 

So, we've provided the names and dates from the first recorded 308 
gravesites at Windley, as found in the vertical files at the Washington County 
Library. 

Members Jeanne Smith O'Neal and Louise Smith agreed to begin abstracting 
deeds for the benefit of out-of-town WCGS members. The series begins here. 

In January, Russell Tyson presented the idea of clipping area obituaries 
that might provide helpful information, from both a genealogical viewpoint and 
for sharing sympathies with distant relatives. So, we've included deaths, "Now 
and Then." 

Thanks to our contributor who wishes to remain anonymous, identification 
of post offices in the area concludes in this issue. Diligent researcher, Ed 
Norman, shares interesting Norman facts and Doris Sauls shares several "Tid 
Bits." Peggy Brown Adams contributes a childhood memory and a description of 
one of Plymouth's historic houses - her family home. A study of the ordinances 
from an earlier era in Plymouth reveals that there's really nothing new under 
the sun - i.e., pollution and human nature.

IMAGES OF OLD AUNT ANNE 

Recollections from Childhood by Peggy Brown Adams 
One day a tall stately colored lady with her long skirts and her cane 
came walking up the front walk. My grandmother greeted her as a long lost 
friend. I was about 12 years of age at the time and I was fascinated by her. 
She had walked for miles to see my grandmother. She stayed most of the day. I 
remember she would not ride back in Dad's car. She didn't trust cars Very . 

much. , , , , „ ^ , 

My grandmother was granddaughter of Charles Latham and Old Aunt Anne was 

a slave of his and Ann Taylor Walker, his first wife. She was born 10 March 
1830, bought from Mr. Bob Davis near Creswell. She was called Mu, but the 
Lathams called her Anne. She was treated good, lived in the house to look 
after the children. Mrs. Latham on her deathbed asked Charles to be good to 
Ann. But the second Mrs. Latham didn't like her because she had loved Ann 
Taylor Walker Latham so much. She mistreated her and one day when Charles came 
home, she asked him to punish her. So Charles took her to the shanty in ; the 
yard and pretended to whip her. Anne would scream as if she was hurting, so 
the second Mrs. Latham was satisfied. 

Anne was sold later and had two masters in Edgecombe County, but later 
after she was freed she came back to Washington County and married David 
Norman, had four sons who became ministers, and three daughters. Was one of 
the founders of the Shiloh Church of Christ and they called her Preacher 
Annie. She lived at Walkers Woods between White Marsh and the Trading Post. 

She was truly a woman of God. She died June 9, 1942 — 111 years old! 

When Anne got older she would take off walking and see people from her 
past. She had loved Ann Taylor Walker Latham and the daughter, Annie Olivia, 
so that is why she would come to my grandmother's to see her. My grandmother 
was Annie Ben Owens Dupree, daughter of Annie Olivia Latham and Benjamin F. 
Owens.
